SUBMARINES 


Plants To Be Installed In 
Three Undersea Craft 
For Experiments. 


WASHINGTON. Nov. 7.—A new 
type of 
submarine 
motive 
plant, 
comprising a combination 
of 
gas 
and electric propulsion, will be ia- 
sialled in the three American sub­ 
marines of the V-type, two of which 
just have been laid down 
at the 
Portsmouth, N. H. navy yard. 
Naval engineers 
are said 
to be 
watching construction 
with 
great 
interest because of their 
expecta­ 
tion of improved operation of sub 
mersible warcraft 
to result 
from 
the new installation. 
A 
cruising 
radius of 10,000 miles is said to be 
one possibility. 
The iatest submarines are to be 
2,025-ton 
boats, 
measuring 
300 
feet in length and equipped with 
electric engines of 6,500 horse-pow- 
er. They are designed for a surface 
speed of 21 knots and a submerged 
speed of from 9 to 10 knots. 
The power plant 
will 
combine 
the 
latest 
engineering 
develop­ 
ments resulting from experiments 
conducted on the naval collier Jup­ 
iter, now the aircraft carrier Lang­ 
ley. 
When 
under water 
the 
sub­ 
marines will be driven by the 
aft 
motors from batteries and no 
gas 
engines will be run. 
The twelve engines for the three 
submarines are said to have cost 
$3,000,000. 
It is estimated by submarines ex­ 
perts that these vessels 
will 
be 
able to operate for a month away 
from their bases or tenders 
and 
that the maximum cruising radius 
at an average speed 
is 
approxi­ 
mately 10,000 miles. 
The crew of the ships will 
in 
elude four officers and about fifty 
men, an increase of twenty 
men 
over the underwater craft now* in 
the United States service. 
When completed in 1923 the new 
submarines will be armed 
with 
one five-inch gun, each set in 
a 
"wet" mount forward 
of the 
con­ 
ning tower. 
The gun is designed 
to remain in the water when sub­ 
merged, and can be turned almost 
in a complete circle or elevated as 
an anti-aircraft weapon. 
Machine guns will 
be 
mounted 
on the conning tower bridge. 
Storage space is planned for six­ 
teen torpedoes.

In a communication sent 
out from Washington to the clergy 
of America, the president says: 
To the Reverend Clergy; 
The 
president

States has designated Sunday, No­ 
vember 13, as Red Cross Sunday. 
it is hoped that on that day min­ 
isters of religion, 
throughout the 
length and breadth of the land, will 
make some mention to their congre­ 
gations of the work of the Amer­ 
ican Red Cross, and will make an 
appeal to them that they enroll 
themselves in its membership. 
The roll call is not a campaign. 
It is merely the yearly opportuni­ 
ty for men and women to pay their 
annual dues and renew’ their mem­ 
bership in the Red Cross. 
The annual dues are one dollar. 
Of this amount fifty cents is sent 
to national headquarters and the 
chapter enrolling the membership 
retains fifty 
cents 
for local Red 
Cross activities. 
Aside from special contributions 
this provides the working funds for 
the American Red Cross for the en­ 
suing year. 
The Americ an Red Cross is uni­ 
que in that it is at once a voluntary 
organization charged with certain 
duties and liable to certain obliga­ 
tions. 
The object of the American Red 
Cross has been briefly set forth 
thus: 
"The Union of all who love 
In the service of all w ho suffer." 
Under its congressional charter, 
issued by act of congress, January 
5, 1905, its duties are not vountary, 
but it is stated that the purposes 
of this organization are and shall 
be: 
1. 
To furnish volunteer aid to 
the sick and wounded of armies in 
time of wrar and in accordance with 
the conventions of Geneva; 
2. 
To act in matters of volun­ 
tary relief and in accord wdth Ihe 
military and naval authorities as a 
medium of communication between 
the American 
people 
and 
their 
army and navy; 
3. 
To continue and carry on a 
system of national and internation­ 
al relief in time of peace, and to ap­ 
ply the same in mitigating the suf- 
merings caused by pestilence, fam­ 
ine, fire, floods, and other great 
national calamities; and 
4. 
To devise ar.d carry on meas­ 
ures for preventing the same.

ADDITIONAL FEE 
HAS BEEN UPHELD 


JEFFERSON 
CITY, 
Nov. 
8.— 
That it is within the law of the 
state for public 
service 
corpora­ 
tions to collect an 
additional fee 
from delinquent customers of such 
utilities is the opinion held in an or­ 
der issued by the state public ser­ 
vice commission in the case of the 
Laclede Gas Light Company of St. 
Louis. 
The vase involved the le­ 
gality of the charge of 10 cents per 
thousand cubic feet made by the 
company upon its customers who 
do not pay their bills before a cer­ 
tain specified date after the bill is 
due. 
The commission 
holds 
that the 
additional 
fee is applied 
in the 
same sense as the discount is al­ 
lowed for prompt payment of such 
bills and In this regard states that, 
“the wide use of public service cor­ 
porations throughout the country of 
a penalty or 
discount 
to secure 
prompt payment of bills is persuas­ 
ive evidence of the acquiescence of 
the public in such practices and of 
the efficiency thereof in securing 
the results sought." 
With regard 
to the 
legality of 
the right of such companies to col­ 
lect the additional fee, the order of 
the commissioner holds that such 
a practice is "not 
unlawfully dis­ 
criminatory" and that "there is an 
advantage both to the public and to 
the company in having 
the com­ 
pany receive not only payment ulti­ 
mately but reasonably prompt pay­ 
ment from its customers to pro­ 
mote the most economical opera­ 
tion and which can only be secured 
by some such method as now used." 
"There is no merit in the claim 
that the revenue derived 
by the 
company from penalties is a double 
charge," the order holds, "and the 
testimony is to the effect that the 
amount received by the company 
from penalties is consumed in its 
collections and yields no revenues 
to the company," and that such a 
practice also is not usury. 
The order of the state commis­ 
sion in this case is held to be an 
important decision, in that it is the 
first ruling of the commission on 
the legality of such a practice, and 
also from the fact that the ruling 
will apply to all similar cases of 
public utility corporations.

SOLVING T W O PROBLEMS. 


But little more than a month ago 
the President 
of 
the United States 
called a conference of prominent men 
of the nation to consider one of the 
greatest problems that was then and is 
now confronting the nation— that of 
unemployment. That conference went 
into the matter thoroughly and made 
many 
recommendations 
as to what 
must be done to put the millions of idle 
men to work. 
One of the recommen­ 
dations made by this conference was 
that cities, counties and states do as 
much public work as possible during 
the time of stress. 
Road work and 
construction of public buildings, wher­ 
ever needed, was dwelt upon as one 
way to overcome the distress. 
As a 
consequence, all over the land these 
two particular avenues of labor are 
being opened and, in many instances, 
public buildings are being constructed 
even where there is no really pressing 
need for them. 
Very many communi­ 
ties are turning to the erection of me­ 
morial buildings. 
A little town in the 
state 
of Washington 
has recently 
started on a building of this sort which 
is to cost $175,000. 
This little town 
has a population 
of ten 
thousand 
people and yet the entire sum involv­ 
ed has been contributed with enthus­ 
iasm. 
This means that if a general 
average was struck, every man, wom­ 
an and child in the town would have 
contributed $17.50 each to it. 
All 
this was done voluntarily and purely 
as a matter of patriotic sentiment. In 
Independence, Kansas, a town of but 
fifteen thousand people a bond issue 
of $250,000 was recently passed for a 
similar structure— a memorial to the 
men who died in the great war. 
Thetfe enterprises accomplish two 
things. They solve the unemployment 
problem in those special communities 
and keep alive the patriotic fires that 
were kindled in the hearts of the peo­ 
ple when the nation was at war. 
But 
the buildings are purely a matter of 
sentiment and are not public necessi­ 
ties. 
Sedalia and Pettis county has the 
problem of unemployment as has all 
other parts of the country’. And it has 
something more than that. 
It has the 
question of supplying 
an 
absolutely 
necessary public want by building a 
court house. 
What could be better 
and more fitting than to go ahead with 
the project at this time, thus solving 
both problems at the same time. There 
could be no more fitting time than this 
to take hold of the enterprise and cer­ 
tainly there could be no time when it 
could do more good not only to the 
men doing the work but to the entire 
community as well.

That is an undisputed fact. 
Why put off doing that which must 
be done sometime. 
And especially, 
why do so at this 
time 
when to go 
ahead with the matter will be answer- 


THE IRISH PARLEY. 


If there was anybody who at the 
outset hoped that the 
Irish 
parley 
would go through 
smoothly and se­ 
renely to a swift success, he was long 
ago undeceived. 
There 
was 
never 
any basis for such a hope. A problem 
of centuries was not to be disposed of 
so easily, and the 
events 
of recent 
years, which some believed had real­ 
ly smoothed the way, had done the op­ 
posite. 
It is not surprising that now, 
after weeks 
of 
negotiation 
which 
again and again has seemed to be on 
the verge of failure, the storm clouds 
should loom blacker than ever. This 
is an affair of successive crisis and, 
whether it ends successfully or not, 
the last crisis is likely to be the most 
intense of all. 
The whole world is concerned over 
the outcome, of course, and, next to 
Britain and Ireland, the interest of the 
United States is deepest and keenest 
and most poignant. 
If the Irish par­ 
ley fails, the whole outlook for the 
Washington 
meeting changes. 
For 
Britain, 
as the Weekly Observer of 
London says, the Irish issue is more 
important than the Washington con­ 
ference. 
It is certainly more import­ 
ant in the sense that it is more imme­ 
diate, more pressing and that its set­ 
tlement is a prerequisite to the adop­ 
tion by Great Britain of the sort of 
policy which liberal people hope she 
will adopt and believe she will adopt 
with respect to the 
proposals to be 
made at Washington. 
There can be little doubt that if the 
Irish war is renewed Britain will be 
sadly hampered in assuming at Wash­ 
ington the role of a potent champion 
of enlightened international policies.

It is unlikely 
that 
any of. 
them will 
accomplish 
anything. 
It 
was good policy during the campaign 
to carry out against the retention of 
our boys on the Rhine when they were 
so anxious to get home to their fami­ 
lies, but the campaign is over and done 
with now, and the president is able to 
consider this and other matters with­ 
out special regard to their political as­ 
pects. He is not sympathetic with the 
movement to bring the Rhine army 
home. 
On the contrary, according to 
dispatches from Washington, he has 
made known his position to the with­ 
drawal resolutions, the result of his 
opposition being that none of them 
has any chance of adoption.
